In tliis view of diphtheria a new duty 
devolve* on teachers in all schools, e s­ 
pecially in the public schools. 
it is not 
enough to prevent a scholar who has bud 
diphtheria from mingling with the other 
pupils during the period of 
Incubation 
and Convalescence, 
The spread of tho 
disease, it seem, eon duty lie checked by 
keeping a diphtheria patient from 
the 
school until a bacteriological exam ina­ 
tion show s that he no longer carries the 
germs of the disease. 
This may work 
hardship to some pupils, but it is better 
for a few to bear wJAh a considerable de­ 
tention from seiiuol than to endanger the 
lives of ills fellow scholars.

TRA IN ING SCHOOLS. 
One of the things w hich the poor boy 
Stands m ost in need of is the oppor­ 
tunity to learn a trade. 
The tim e w as 
when a boy could enter an a p p re n tic e ­ 
ship for any trade that he selected and 
go under pay alm ost at the start, w ith 
the certainty of know ing his business 
when his apprenticeship ended. 
Hut 
of late years the apprenticeship m e th ­ 
od for one reason or another has been 
com pletely 
abolished. 
N ow 
a 
boy 
finds it very hard to get an opportuni­ 
ty to learn the m ost ordinary trade. 
The labor unions in som e cases set a 
lim it to the number of apprentices who 
will be granted the opportunity to e n ­ 
ter thta 
or 
that 
trade. 
Em ployers, 
therefore, cannot, lf they w ould, e n ­ 
gage 
apprentices. 
H ence 
a 
young 
man who wants to learn a trade has 
to encounter the greatest difficulties. 
H e must pick It up in bits and scraps, 
and unless he h as an aptitude for the 
trade he wants to learn he w ill And it 
Utterly Impossible to m ake any prog­ 
ress as he will find nobody w illing to 
take any pains to instruct him. 
In some parts of the country trade 
•chools have bern cstaidished that o f­ 
fer an opportunity to >oung n u n to 
acquire the leading m echanical trades. 
These, however, are verv scarce. 
W e 
have none of them in Lowell. 
Of late years the elate of M assachu­ 
setts has made manual training com ­ 
pulsory in the H igh school, but 
the 
pupils Who end their education in the 
grammar school have no opportunity 
to toke up this study. 
T his is a seri­ 
ous drawback, and 
a 
discrim ination 
against the boys of poorer parents who 
stand m ost in need of such training. 
A course in m anual training enables 
fc boy to make more progress in an y 
trade he enters. 
It enables him to find 
out his own aptitude and in what di­ 
rection his m echanical talent should be 
developed. 
It also develops the per­ 
ceptive faculties and enables the pupil 
to find the proper place in the in d u s­ 
trial environm ent. 
It often prevents 
the expensive blunder of entering n 
trade for which the a sp ira n t bus no 
talent or aptitude. 
M any young m en 
•pend the m ost valuable year* of their 
lives in finding out the trade for which 
thtty are best adapted. 
All this can 
be avoided 
by a course 
In 
rnanuul 
training, 
The school board has an opportunity 
t# give boys who are anxious for m an­ 
ual training un opportunity to avail 
themselves of its ad vantages by open­ 
ing the m anual training school in tin- 
evenings 
during 
the seuson of

evening schools.

Slowly but surely Columbia pulled up 
on her rival and finally took the lead, 
holding it till the finish line was cross­ 
ed. 
Two exciting side incidents of

race were collisions between the rev­ 
enue cutter Gresham and the Erin, Sir 
Thomas Leptons steam yacht, and be­ 
tween the steam yacht Nourm ahal and 
the North Star of the Maine Steamship 
com pany’s line. 
All four were dam ­ 
aged, but not seriously. 
Columbia won the first race for the 
America’s cup by Im. 20s. on corrected 
time. 
The allowance the Columbia received 
was 43 seconds, which shows that she 
beat the Shamrock the full course by 
37 seconds.

In another five minutes

One end of the

is another boat or u buoy. The time of 
a sloop yacht Is taken as the mast 
crosses the starting mark. If the vessel 
lr. a schooner, her time Is taken when 
her foremuKi reaches the line. 
W hin yachts start off on a beat to 
windward, they have their sheets haul 
ed Hut 
This means that the ropes by 
which the sails ure trimmed or con­ 
trolled are pulled in so that the sails 
make a small angle with the keel.

good fore and aft rigged vessel will sail 
about 
forty-live degrees aw ay from

In "windward nnd return” races craft 
are timed at the start, at the outer 
m ark and ut the finish. 
Thus It be­ 
comes p oss ib le to ascertain how much 
one bout beats the other in working to 
windward and, again, In running, us 
going before the wind is called. 
In 
triangular contests yachts are 
timed at the start, at each of the turns 
and ut the finish. The results show the 
relative rate of speed the boats main­ 
tained on each leg and also gives the 
margin of Increase or of decrease of 
speed under the varying conditions. 
The time of a yacht over the course 
is taken from her actual second of 
crossing the line at the sta rt to the sec­ 
ond of crossing at the finish. There <s. 
however, 
one exception. 
As 
before 
stated, after the starting signal the 
yachts have a certain number of m in­ 
utes—in the case of two yachts two 
minutes—in which to get across the 
line. If either yacht crosses after that 
time has expired, she Is timed from the 
end of the two minutes. Thus she loses 
all the time that elapses between the 
end of the two minutes and the Instant 
of her crossing the Imaginary mark. 
She Is then said to be handicapped. 


"Jockeying at the s ta rt” Is a phrase 
frequently used 
in yachting stories. 
This is a comparatively modern term 
for an old custom and means m aneu­ 
vering for position.

The most important 
forward slay is the forestay, which 
runs from the mainmast head to tho 
bow and braces the lower mast against 
the great strain imposed on it by the 
after canvas. 
In front of the forestay 
is the jtbstay, extending to the end of 
the bowsprit. From the top of the top­ 
mast to the end of the bowsprit run# 
the topmast stay. 
In small yachts th# 
Jib topsail la spread on this stay. The 
jib travels up on the jlbstay, and the 
staysail is set on the forestay. 
Large 
yachts usually have separate stays for 
the sails. As a staysail stay for the 
staysail and a jib topsail stay for th# 
Jib topsail. 
The bobstay runs from the end of 
the bowsprit back to the stem of the 
yacht. 
It pulls downward and coun­ 
teracts the upward strain of the other 
stays. The bowsprit Is br aced laterally 
by lines called bowsprit shrouds leading 
from the end of the spar back to the 
hull. 
The topmast is braced laterally 
by topmast shrouds, to which a truss 
effect is given by the use of the spread­ 
ers. Should a spreader break the strain 
of the topmast shrouds is removed, 
and aw ay goes the high, towering spar. 
The lower m ast is additionally braced 
by 
the runner pendants, 
sometimes 
called the masthead backstays. 
These 
are provided with runners and tackles 
or els** lion turnbuckles, through the 
agency of which the stays may be 
tightened. 


From the m asthead to a point well 
out ob the boom runs the topping lift, 
a line arranged to support the boom 
and to raise or lower It. Large yachts 
have n topping lift on each side of th# 
mainsail. From the top of the topmast 
run the preventer backstays, one to 
starboard und one to port. 
When not 
in use, these stays run through niches 
(called nips) in the spreaders down to 
the deck, where they are made fast 
behind the topmast shrouds. 
When a 
Jib topsail is set, the preventer back­ 
stay Is taken out of the niche, unfas­ 
tened at the dec k and led out to a point 
at the stein of the yacht, where it is 
hauled taut and made fast. 
It thus 
supports the topm ast against the addi­ 
tional struin of the jib topsail. 
Th# 
stay on the side? opposite that on which 
the mainsail swings Is used for this 
purpose. 
Then it Is designated as the 
weather backstay, "w eather” meaning 
the side from which the wind conies. 
The opposite of "w eather” is "lee." 
Star board indicates the right hand side, 
looking forward, while port Is the left 
side. 
When the starboard side is the 
weather side, the yacht Is said to be 
on the starboard tack, and when the 
port side is to windward the craft is 
on the port tack. 
The sides of a vessel abaft the beam 
and where they round in toward the 
stern are termed the "quarters,’’ port 
and stat board.

Albert Deabill, superintendent of the 
Lowell hosiery, spoke of the N. E. 
Cotton 
M anufacturers’ 
Association 
m eeting on the “K nitting Industry in 
the United States.” 
He said in part: 
“I presum e there is at the 
present 
tim e no branch of the textile industry 
•with a wider variety of fabrics than 
the knitting industry, for most every 
kind of wearing apparel can be pro­ 
duced on knitting machines and with 
the rapid progress in mechanical im ­ 
provements, 
energy 
and 
capital, I 
have no doubt that our own 
knitted 
goods will take the lead in the race for 
business in the m arkets of the world. 
“The knitting machines of today are 
so well constructed that if 
correctly 
set and properly cared for, there will 
be few delays caused by mechanism 
failing to work. 
Most of tim troubles 
arise from causes which 
cannot 
be 
charged to structural 
weakness 
or 
faults of the machine, ujch as poor 
yarns, Incompetency of 
he operator 
or inattention in allowir ' parts of the 
m achine to get undue wear and out 
of order. 
"The greatest source of trouble that 
comes to a knitter is poor yarn, 
and 
w hether caused In the,card room, spin­ 
ning room, combine, or winding, he 
finds the greatest difficulty 
that 
he 
meets is knitting y arns of poor quality 
Into perfect goods, which is almost an 
Impossibility. 
defective 
yarn 
from 
any cause, w hether through 
carding, 
spinning, combing, or winding, which 
finds its * _/ into the knitting room, 
will cr"* 
a iarg r percentage of sec­ 
onds r . . w aste than anything else. 
k n ittin g room should be laid 
f">(’ 
«uch a way th a t the operator is 
.** to his machines to stop them in 
cflse of their getting out of order and 
failing to make perfect work, as the 
knitting machinery is constructed with 
so many delicate parts, which are ea s­ 
ily put out of proper action through 
a coarse place in the yarn bunches, or 
through poorly tied knots getting into 
th e needles and breaking 
them —not 
only breaking needles but 
in 
mc ny 
cases sinkers, cylinder walls, and other 
sm all parts, such as cams, screws, etc., 
•which will put the machine 
out 
of 
com mission from one hour to several 
days, according to 
the 
am ount 
of 
dam age done. 
“There should be as few 
driving 
belts as possible and they should be 
a t the extreme end of each section of 
th e machine, and in all cases, when 
possible, machines should 
be 
driven 
from the floor, the shaft being laid be­ 
tw een two lines of machinery. 
“Machines should not 
be 
crowded 
together, as it is then impossible for 
a fixer to make any repairs on a m a ­ 
chine without stopping several others, 
In order that he may g**t around the 
one on which he wishes to make the 
necessary repairs. 
There should be al- 


ends of each alley for the operator to 
put his knitted goods into, and they 
should be so constructed as to cover 
the exposed ends of the driving shaft, 
thus serving two purposes, one as a 
receptacle for knitted goods, the other 
as a safeguard to prevent the operator 
from getting hurt 
by the 
revolving 
shaft. 
“The winding room, if on the same 
floor as the knitting room, should be 
partitioned off. so th a t no flyings from 
here will find their wt$y into the k n it­ 
ting room, as this causes the knitting 
machines to become filled with lint 
and will not allow them to perform 
their functions. 
There should be pro­ 
perly constructed racks, m arked for 
each num ber of yarn so th a t when the 
yarn ins weighed from the winder it 
can be put into its proper place with 
the least possible handltr.g.thus making 
very little waste from this cause. There 
should be a steam box provided in close 
proximity to the winding room, so th at 
all cops of skeined yarn can be steamed 
before winding, to take out all kink 
and set the twist before the yarn Is 
wound, as this is very essential in both 
winding and knitting rooms. 
“The rapid growth of the knitting in­ 
dustry in the United States in the past 
tw enty years has been phenomenal. 
Twenty years ago Europe 
found 
a 
ready m arket here for all kinds of knit­ 
ted goods they could produce, but year 
by year it has been sending less goods 
to thi9 country, until at the present 
day they are sending not more than 20 
per cent, of w hat they were 20 years 
ago. 
The goods which are being Im­ 
ported now are a finer grade of goods 
than are being made in 
the 
United 
States, and I venture to predict th a t 
the day is not far distant 
when 
we 
shall not only make the cheaper goods 
hut will also make the finer grades for 
our own consumption and have a su r­ 
plus to send abroad, as our mechanical 
skill Is being dem onstrated in this di­ 
rection every day. 
Events seem to be 
tending In our favgr toward greater 
gains in the world’s m arkets and it 
seems clear th a t the thorough organi­ 
zation and equipment of this branch 
of 
cotton 
m anufacturing, with our 
m anufacturers’ skill, energy and capi­ 
tal, will further the 
purpose of 
ex­ 
tending our trade in foreign markets, 
and no doubt before m any years the 
stars and stripes will float over A m er­ 
ican suprem acy in all the m arkets of 
the world. 
“In conclusion. I will say th a t while 
we have established some of the finest 
textile schools In the world 
In 
this 
country, which are furnishing us some 
of the best experts in m anufacturing 
woven fabrics, there are few, if any, 
where the art of knitting is tau g h t as 
it is in England and Germany, for they

A REVELATION OF BEAUTY. 
The interior of the church now com­ 
pleted in every detail 
is a revelation 
of beauty and classic art. 
A promi­ 
nent clergyman who visited it said that 
It 
is a perfect 
model 
on a smaller 
scale of a celebrated church In Rome, 
the windows alone excepted. 
The impressions received on entering 
are those of solidify, symmetry, beauty 
of design, harm ony of detail, and ex­ 
quisiteness of finish. The church proper 
consists of a nave and aisles 
with 
ranctuary and choir on opposite ends 
of the auditorium. The length of the 
auditorium Is 95 feet by 67. the entire 
length including vestibule and sacris­ 
ties being 150 feet, 
while the height 
of 
the muin vault over the floor is 56 
feet. 
The pews, sheathing and other wood­ 
work are 
finished 
in red oak, 
the 
walls, columns, arches and ornam en­ 
tation are white in imitation of marble. 
On each side of the nave there are 
seven 
Roman arches 
supported 
by 
massive fluted columns with Corinthi­ 
an capitals and large square pedestals. 
As usual in this style of architecture 
from the top of each column lls** four 
arches two 
extending 
longitudinally, 
one spanning the main vault over the 
auditorium and the other, one of the 
aisles. 
T H E DECORATIVE DESIGN. 
In the decoration and stucco work 
on the friezes und entablatures the pre­ 
dom inating design is the egg and dart 
and this is carried out in the minutest 
details of the ornam entation. 
Along

set around the statue and over tho 
altar. 
At night the sam e effect Is pro­ 
duced by colored lights. 
On either side of the tabernacle In 
a suitable niche is a pretty figure of an 
angel with golden wings. 
The side altars to the Blessed Vir­ 
gin und St. Joseph are surmounted by 
very 
attractive 
statues 
donated re­ 
spectively by Mary McMorrow und A l­ 
derm an Mullin. 


T H E CHOIR AND ORGAN. 
The choir Is sem i-circular In form, 
extending Into the 
auditorium 
and 
supported by two columns. The front 
Is finished in oak and the organ, a 
magnificent 
instrument, 
harmonizes 
with the general design. 
The rendi­ 
tion of the musical program of yester­ 
day was the first real test of the organ 
and the result proved it to be an e x ­ 
cellent Instrument 
in point of tone, 
range, quality and power. 


WINDOW S ALL AMERICAN GLASS. 
The windows, of which there are 
six on each side and two in the rear, 
are of the same style us the church, 
showing the triple circle In their tra c ­ 
ery same as over each of the princi­ 
pal doors. 
The windows are rem arkable for the 
fact that they are all of 
American 
glass and they show the progress made 
in the attainm ent of classical effects 
during the past decade in this country. 
They are som ewhat more florid 
and 
flashy than the 
European windows, 
such ns are seen In the older churches 
of Gothic or Roman architecture. 
The 
tints are very delicate, however, the 
prevailing shade being opalescent, but 
in th** memorial windows the colors 
blend with wonderful harmony. 
The memorial windows thus far In­ 
serted are us follows: St. Patrick, m e­ 
morial to

family, by 
Catherine Spencer: Plockhorst’s paint­ 
ing of Christ blessing little children, 
reproduced as a gift of the McEvoy 
family; St. Joseph, memorial lo Rev. , 
Fr.

on either side of the sanctuary are two 
large flambeaux fitted for gas and elt*c- 
t r l e i t y . 
The sanctuary lamp Is very elabor­ 
a t e . 
it is the gift of Mary A. Cole­ 
man, in memory of her mother and 
deceased relatives. 
To the rear of the sanctuary and oc­ 
cupying 
the corner space 
on either 
side are large sacristies, well lighted 
with 
12 stained glass 
windows, each 
of 
which Is the gift 
of some little 
child In the parish. 
The choir Is lighted by two window* 
one the gift of Jam es Meers, and the 
other of Mrs. Hugh Gild^y in memory; 
of her husband. 


STATIONS OF T H E CROSS.

TRAINING SCHOOLS. 
One of the things -which the poor boy’ 
stands most In need of Is the oppor­ 
tunity to learn a trade. 
The time was 
when a boy could enter an apprentice­ 
ship for any trade that he selected and 
go under pay almost at the start, with 
the certainty of knowing his business 
when his apprenticeship ended. 
But 
of late years the apprenticeship m eth ­ 
od for one reason or another has been 
completely 
abolished. 
Now 
a 
boy 
finds It very hard to get un opportuni­ 
ty to learn the m ost ordinary trade. 
The labor unions In some cases set a 
limit to the number of apprentices who 
will be granted the opportunity to en­ 
ter this 
or 
that 
trade. Employers, 
therefore, cannot, if they would, en ­ 
gage 
apprentices. 
Hence 
a 
young 
man who w ants to learn a trade has 
to encounter the greatest difficulties. 
He must pick It up in bits and scraps, 
and unless he has an aptitude for the 
trade he wants to learn he will find it 
utterly Impossible to make any prog­ 
ress as he will find nobody willing to 
take any pains to instruct him. 
In some part* of the country trade 
schools have been established that of­ 
fer an opportunity to young n u n to 
acquire the leading mechanical trades. 
These, however, are very oc&i-cs. 
We 
have none of them In Lowell. 
Of late years the slate of M assachu­ 
setts has made munual training com­ 
pulsory In the High school, but 
tin* 
pupils who end their education In the 
grammar school have no opportunity 
to take up this study. 
This is a seri­ 
ous drawback, and 
a 
discrimination 
against the boys of poorer parents who 
Stand most in need of such training. 
A course in manual training enables 
g boy to rtmke more progress In any 
trade he enters. It enables him to find 
out his own aptitude and in what di­ 
rection his mechanical talent should be 
developed. 
It also develops the per­ 
ceptive faculties abd enables the pupil 
to find the proper place in the indus­ 
trial environment. 
It often prevents 
th* expensive blunder of entering a 
trade for which the aspirant has no 
talent or aptitude. 
Many young men 
Upend the most valuable years of their 
lives In finding out the trade for which 
tht4y are best adapted. 
All this can 
be avoided 
by a course 
In 
munual 
training. 
The school board has an opportunity 
to give boys who are anxious for m an­ 
ual training an opportunity to avail 
themselves of its advantages by open­ 
ing the manual training school in tho 
evenings 
during 
the seuson of 
the 
tvenlng schools. 
When the manual training school 
was opened in the evenings sonic years 
ago it was very popular. 
The boys of

M any a m a te u r sailors

and I will strive to cle a r a w a y a few 
of the clouds s u rro u n d in g m arin e co n ­ 
tests in general 
a n d 
A m erica's cup 
races in p articu la r. 
F irst we will consider a race of fif­ 
teen miles to w in d w a rd and return. 
W ind w ard is the direction from which 
tho wind blows. 
W h en a west wind la 


instance, all com pass (direction) signals 
begin w ith the letter D. As soon as the 
course is determ ined a vessel Is sent 
out to m easure off the fifteen miles to 
Windward. 
This is done by m ean s of 
a log. 
W hen 
the m e a s u rin g vessel 
reaches the end of her run, she puts 
overboard a floating m ark, usually con­ 
sisting of a ra ft w ith a pole, on the 
top of which is a globe of som e sort. 
The m easuring c ra ft herself lies off a 
short distance, show ing som e p re co n ­ 
certed signal to indicate th a t th e m a rk 
is n ear her. She can be seen before the 
m a rk itself and serves us a guide to 
the yachts. 


Y achts are sta rte d in th e following 
m an ner: F irst a p re p a ra to ry signal is 
given. 
Tills slgnul is th e hoisting of a 
flag or tile low ering of one a lrea d y 
raised. 
A w histle is blown or a g un is 
flied to call the a tte n tio n of the c o m ­ 
petitors, and five m inutes later comes 
the w arning. 
In a n o th e r five m in u tes 
the sta rtin g signal Is given, and the 
racing m achines now have tw o m in utes 
in which to cross th e line, which, of 
course, Is im aginary. 
One end of the 
line is the com m ittee boat an d the other 
Is an o th er boat or a buoy. 
T he tim e of 
a sloop yacht Is tak en as th e m ast 
crosses the startin g m ark. If the vessel 
is a schooner, her tim e is ta k e n when 
lier forem ast reaches the line. 
W hen y achts s ta rt off on a b eat to 
w indw ard, they have their sheets h a u l­ 
ed Hat. 
This m eans th a t the ropes by 
which the sails ure trim m ed o r con­ 
trolled are pulled in so th a t flu* sails 
m ak e a sm all angle w ith the keel.

good fore and aft rigged vessel will sail 
ubout 
forty-five degrees a w a y from 
"d ea d ” (exactly) 
to w indw ard.

boom sw ings to leeward, th e side to ­ 
w ard which the vessel leans. 
R acing craft m ay cross the line on 
eith er tuc k. 
In going out to w indw ard 
racers, 
if there is plenty of w ater, 
usually m ake long reaches on the first 
few* tacks, and then a s they n e ar the 
m ark take "hitches,” as short ta c k s are 
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co nstru ctive effort, is easily the b e t­ 
ter.
